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THE COUNCIL ON DENTAL THERAPEUTICS OF THE 
AMERICAN, DENTAL ASSOCIATION 


The Council on Dental Therapeutics, 
which is a standing committee of the 
American Dental Association, was estab- 
lished in 1930 primarily for the purpose 
of gathering and disseminating informa- 
tion to protect the dental profession in 
the prescribing and use of proprietary 
medicinal and dental products. In this 
work, the Council is aided by the Bureau 
of Chemistry, which was established in 
1927. In 1943, the scope of the Council 
was enlarged to include devices and 
physical therapy apparatus which have 
dental application. 

Members of Council—The Council, 
whose members are elected by the House 
of Delegates for terms of six years, must 
have at least six dental members. The 
balance may be selected from scientists 
in other groups.

Procedure.—Since its establishment, 
the Council on Dental Therapeutics has 
given consideration to thousands of den- 
tal products, 600 of which are currently 
accepted. The Council examines these 
products fer compliance with definite 
rules designed to prevent fraud or impo- 
sition, undesirable secrecy, unnecessary 


danger and the abuses which arise from 
advertising directly or indirectly to the 
laity, and to advise the profession regard- 
ing the use of drugs, chemicals, cosmetics, 
devices and physical therapy apparatus, 
On the other hand, the Council encour. 
ages and promotes those enterprises 
which are designed to increase knowl. 
edge of dental materia medica and ther- 
apeutics. Products which appear to con- 
form to these rules are accepted and 
their essential features are described in 
the book “Accepted Dental Remedies.” 
Unless otherwise determined at the time 
of acceptance, products admitted to “Ac- 
cepted Dental Remedies” are retained 
for a period of three years, provided 
that, during that period, they comply 
with the rules and regulations which 
were in force at the time of their accept- 
ance. At the end of this period, all prod- 
ucts are carefully reexamined for com- 
pliance with existing rules. Accepted 
dentifrices are examined annually.

A list of commercial products not accepted by the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics, with an annotated bibliography of publications con- 
cerning them which have appeared in THE JOURNAL during the 


past seventeen years. 


Many of the most interesting and im- 
portant reports of the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics were published many years 
ago. It is suggested that the original 
articles be consulted when it is possible 
and convenient, sirice it is obviously im- 
possible to include all the desirable in- 
formation in this bibliography. The 
notations in the bibliography refer to the 
publications cited. Some of the abuses 
mentioned may have been eliminated 
since they were reported in THE JOURNAL. 

In reading the bibliography, it should 
be remembered that all preparations 
which contain therapeutically effective 
amounts of acetophenetidin, acetanilid, 
bromides, aminopyrine, antipyrine or 
cathartics are potentially dangerous. 
They should not be sold directly to the 
public unless the trade packages and all 
advertising carry complete warning state- 
ments. Since the use of adequate warn- 
ing statements would probably result in 
marked decrease in the use by the public 
of unaccepted proprietary mixtures con- 
taining these classes of drugs, purveyors 
of such mixtures are not willing to in- 
Clude sufficient warnings and are, as a 
result, periodically at war with regula- 
tory bodies which are trying to protect 
the public. 

_ The following ingredients are con- 
Sidered by the Council to be improper 
for use in dentifrices, because of un- 
due abrasiveness, a significant toxicity or 
the prevalence of sensitivity to them: 
potassium chlorate, sodium perborate, 
pumice, silica, alum, creosote, cinchona 
bark, charcoal, salicylic acid, phenol and 
orris root. The following ingredients, 


sometimes included in unaccepted denti- 
frices, appear to be useless and have, in 
some instances, provided the basis for 
misleading therapeutic claims: emetine, 
zinc chloride, the naphthols, papain and 
calcium and magnesium peroxide. 

The phrase “abuse of the dentist” 
appears in connection with some of the 
references. This means that statements 
which tend to make the public believe 
that dentists generally recommend or ap- 
prove of the product have been dissemi- 
nated in advertising for the product. In 
some instances, the layman is told that 
his dentist will probably advise him to 
use the product. Some advertisements 
employ pictures of dentists, and put mis- 
leading therapeutic advice into their 
mouths. This is also an abuse of the 
dentist.

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NEWS OF DENTISTRY 


New Regulations to Enlarge Administrative Authority of Army Dental Corps 
Are Issued as War Ends 


A revision of Army regulations, pur- 
porting to give the Army Dental Corps 
“additional administrative authority,” 
was made public by the War Department 
August 8, one week prior to the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. The revision was dic- 
tated by a mounting chorus of protest, 
from dental societies and dental officers, 
at gross inequalities in administration 
which hampered the rendering of effi- 
cient dental service.* On February 15, 
Maj. Gen. Robert H. Mills, Chief of 
the Dental Division, issued a statement 
that, in his opinion, legislation to correct 
these inequalities “is not essential or 
even desirable, provided significant 
changes can be made with the existing 
laws through a modification of the pres- 
ent accepted Army Regulations.”+ The 
comment of the Dental Division, Sur- 
geon General’s Office, on the effective- 
ness of the changes appears below. 

The Committee on Legislation of the 
American Dental Association, according 
to Carl O. Flagstad, chairman, is pre- 
paring an analysis of the revision. This 
will appear in a later issue of Tue 
JOURNAL. 

The Dental Division’s statement fol- 
lows: 


A revision of Army Regulations, AR 40-15, 
Medical Department, Dental Corps—General 
Provisions, August 1945, has resulted in sev- 
eral important and significant gains with re- 
spect to administrative authority for the den- 
tal officers in the Medical Department. The 
following changes are evident: 

1. Administration—The former  regula- 
tions, dated December 28, 1942, read as

follows: “Matters relating to the dental sery- 
ice as a whole are ‘administered by the Sur- 
geon General with the advice and assistance 
of the Dental Corps assistant to the Surgeon 
General. In a service command or other 
command, matters relating to the dental sery- 
ice are similarly administered by the chief of 
the medical branch with the advice and as- 
sistance of the dental assistant to chief of the 
medical branch or dental surgeon of other 
commands.” 

The new regulations state: “a. Matters re- 
lating to the dental service as a whole are 
administered by the Director, Dental Division, 
an assistant to the Surgeon General, through 
the Surgeon General. b. In a theater, service 
command, or any other headquarters, matters 
relating to the dental service are administered 
by the dental surgeon, through the surgeon.” 

The former regulations (1942) stated that 
matters relating to the dental service as a 
whole are administered by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, while the revision (1945) delegates that 
duty to the Director, Dental Division, $.G.0., 
“through the Surgeon General.” 

2. Duties of Dental Officers.—The 1942 
Regulations, par. 4 b, defined the duties of 
the Director, Dental Division, as follows: 
“The Dental Corps assistant to the Surgeon 
Generai will serve as the director of the den- 
tal division of the Surgeon General’s Office 
and will be responsible to that officer for the 
recommendation of plans and policies for the 
progressive development of the dental service, 
with special reference to measures for the 
preservation of the general health of the 
Army by the prevention and control of dento- 
oral diseases and deficiencies among persons 
subject to military control; for advising meas- 
ures to place approved plans and _ policies 
into effect, and for giving technical advice to 
the Surgeon General on all matters pertaining 
to the dental service.” 

Then the 1942 Regulations, par. 6, which 
related to the duties of dental officers other 
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than the Director of the Division, stated: 

“a. General.—Ordinarily the duties of den- 
tal officers will be in direct connection with 
the prevention and treatment of dento-oral 
diseases and deficiencies, but they are eligible 
for employment on such other duties required 
of commissioned officers as the needs of the 
service may demand and their training and 
experience warrant. All dental officers will 
familiarize themselves with AR 40-5 and AR 
40-10 with special reference to the functions 
of the Medical Department and the duties of 
medical officers. 

“bh, Prevention of Dento-Oral Diseases and 
Deficiencies—Dental officers will, keep in- 
formed of existing or anticipated conditions 
with particular reference to their influence on 
dento-oral health; the influence of dento-oral 
diseases, injuries, and deficiencies on the phys- 
ical efficiency of the Army, and the facilities 
required for the prevention and control of 
such diseases and deficiencies. They will com- 
municate such of this information as has a 
bearing upor military administration to the 
surgeon and recommend to him measures 
deemed advisable to meet existing or antici- 
pated conditions. 

The scope of the information that is 
required and the field which the recom- 
mendations must cover vary greatly. They 
include the instruction of the command in 
matters pertaining to oral hygiene, the pro- 
vision of facilities for the maintenance of satis- 
factory dental service, and, so far as they have 
a bearing on the health of troops, the equip- 
ment of individuals or organizations, and the 
professional care and disposition of persons 
presenting dental disabilities.” 

In the revised regulations (1945), par. 6, a 
and b, reads as follows: 

“a. The Director, Dental Division, in the 
Office of the Surgeon General, will be re- 
sponsible for making recommendations on all 
matters relating to the dental health of the 
Army. He will be responsible for supervising 
the execution of approved plans pertaining to 
the dental health of the Army and for the 
progressive development of the dental service. 

“bh. The Dental Surgeon of a theater, de- 
fense command, service command, post, camp, 
station or any other headquarters will be 
responsible for the preparation of plans and 
policies for the progressive development of the 
dental service, with special reference to meas- 
ures for the preservation of the general health 
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of the command by the prevention, treatment 
and control of dento-oral diseases, injuries 
and deficiencies among persons subject to mili- 
tary control, and for advising measures to 
place approved plans and policies into effect. 
The dental surgeon will assist the surgeon in 
all matters that may have a bearing on the 
health of the command from a dental stand- 
point. 

His specific duties include the following 
when appropriate: 

1. To advise of the requirements for and 
assignment of enlisted and civilian personnel 
in the Medical Department (dental service). 

2. To recommend the assignments of dental 
personnel to such positions and duties as they 
are best qualified to fulfil. 

3. To render efficiency reports on dental 
officers under his supervision as provided in 
AR 600-185 and initiate recommendations for 
promotion under current War Department 
directives. 

4. To examine requisitions for dental sup- 
plies and recommend appropriate action 
thereon. 

5. To recommend appropriate action with 
respect to the construction and repair of 
buildings required for dental clinics, accounts 
for dental supplies purchased for or services 
rendered to the Medical Department and in- 
spections involving the dental service. 

6. To recommend the issue at proper times 
of orders containing specific instructions re- 
garding the, dental service. 

7. To familiarize himself thoroughly with 
the amount and character of all dental equip- 
ment at each station in the theater, service or 
defense command, department or other head- 
quarters. 

8. To recommend plans and programs for 
instruction and training of dental personnel, 
including the organization, training and mo- 
bilization of dental personnel of the National 
Guard, the Officers’ Reserve Corps and the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

9. To prepare for the surgeon that part of 
his annual report (See AR 40-5) which re- 
lates to dental matters. 

10. All recommendations or communica- 
tions originated by the dental surgeon will be 
routed through the surgeon, who will forward 
them with appropriate recommendation or 
remarks.” 

In the former regulations (1942), the Di- 
rector, Dental Division, was responsible to 
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the Surgeon General for advising measures to 
place approved plans and policies in effect, 
while, in the revised regulations, the director 
is still responsible to the Surgeon General, but 
he (Director, Dental Division) is authorized 
to supervise the execution of approved plans 
pertaining to the dental health of the Army 
and for the progressive development of the 
dental service. 

The regulations (1945) clear up the prob- 
lem regarding the rendering of efficiency re- 
ports in that paragraph 6 b 3 now states that 
the dental surgeon will render efficiency re- 
ports on dental officers under his supervision. 
It further states that all recoramendations or 
communications originated by the dental sur- 
geon will be routed through the surgeon, who 
will forward them with appropriate recom- 
mendation or remarks. The organization of 
the Army is such that the chain of command 
must be recognized, and therefore the regu- 
lations read, “through the surgeon.”’ The fact 
that regulations read “through the surgeon” 
does not affect the administrative authority 
of the dental surgeon. 


New York Academy Adopts 


Resolution on Dental Education 


A resolution advocating administrative 
autonomy for dental schools which are 
departments of universities was recently 
adopted by the New York Academy of 
Dentistry, which had appointed a special 
committee to study the aspects of dental 
education. 

The members of this committee 
were: Gordon M. Ga Nun, Irving R. 
Hardy, Frederick W. Pratt, Kenneth C. 
Pruden, J. A. Salzmann, Edwin G. Van 
Valey, George S. Callaway, ex-officio, 
Arthur E. Corby, ex-officio, and S. Ells- 
worth Davenport, Jr., chairman. The 
resolution which they presented was 
unanimously adopted by the Academy. 
The text follows: 


Whereas, during the first hundred years of 
its existence, American dentistry has attained 
a position of world leadership in its field; 

Whereas, dentistry is one of the health 
service professions, dedicated to the service of 
all mankind ; 
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Whereas, dentistry is dependent on a broad 
education and a fundamental knowledge’ of 
the basic medical sciences; 

Whereas, dentistry realizes the vital need 
for close cooperation with and understanding 
of medicine, since its field of operation, the 
oral cavity, is an integral part of the human 
body; 

Whereas, dentistry is keenly alive to the 
necessity of preventing, curing and conquering 
disease by various means, the most important 
of which is research; 

Whereas, dental health is a national asset 
and the time has arrived when an attempt 
should be made to care for the dental needs 
of a far greater majority of the people of the 
United States than heretofore, and 

Whereas, there is a vital need for a greatly 
increased number of qualified dentists ade- 
quately to carry out such a comprehensive 
program, now therefore be it 

Resolved, 1. That, in the opinion of the 
New York Academy of Dentistry, dentistry is 
a specialty of medical science, but not a de- 
partment of medical practice. 

2. That the independence of dentistry as a 
health service profession should be preserved 
and strengthened. 

3. That dental schools which are depart- 
ments of universities be permitted administra- 
tive autonomy under the guidance of a full- 
time dean possessing a dental degree. 

4. That all candidates for admission to such 
schools be required to present the same educa- 
tional qualifications as candidates for leading 
medical schools. 

5. That the first two years of the dental 
curriculum be identical with the correspond- 
ing medical curriculum. 

6. That surgery in the oral cavity, like 
other dental operations, is a specialty of den- 
tistry. 

7. That the possession of the M.D. degree 
and all its signifies is a most valuable attain- 
ment for any professional man, but it is not 
an essential for a general practitioner of den- 
tistry. 

8. Finally, that the field embraced by med- 
ical science is so broad and the specialties of 
medical practice already are so many and 80 
varied, that dentistry will develop and mature 
more satisfactorily and more thoroughly if, 
while permitted close and friendly cooperation 
with medicine, it is allowed complete auton- 
omy and freedom of action.

The following message is addressed to 
all of “those who served” in World War 
II by Walter H. Scherer, President, 
American Dental Association: 


Those Who Served 


Peace—the kind of peace that follows the 
end of a war—is ours. Ours because of the 
sacrifices great and small that have been made 
by untold millions. Thankless though these 
sacrifices may seem, they are the way of God. 
Just a short century or two ago, the words 
“Peace on Earth toward men cf good will” 
were first uttered. 

Peace, a lasting peace, can become a reality 
only if we keep in mind the sacrifices that 
have been made by our fellowmen in the 
cause of peace. The peace that follows the 
cessation of hostilities gives material peace. 
Behind this peace, there is fear—there is no 
real feeling of relaxation. 

What we want is a lasting peace; and the 
only kind of peace that is lasting takes into 
consideration the needs of the other man. 
Throughout history, warnings have 
uttered that, if heeded, would have brought 
a lasting peace; but because of man’s greed 
and selfishness, we have largely let these warn- 
ings go unheeded. And we have paid the 
price of war and will continue to pay the 
price to our utter destruction, if we do not 
heed those who now admonish us to obey the 
dictates of conscience. 

For war, we contributed the material. For 
peace, we must contribute mind and spirit. 
Dentists, in war everywhere have rendered 
services that have contributed to the winning 
of the war. A million men in a war make a 
vast difference. The services of dental officers 
have made this many men available for duty. 

Fully one-third of the dentists in the United 
States have served as dental officers in this 
war. The full story of their heroism and devo- 
tion to duty need not be told, since dentists 
have always deemed it a privilege to serve. 
They answered promptly the call of duty. 
Decorations and awards for meritorious serv- 
ices have been innumerable. Those of us who 
were forced by circumstances to remain at 
home greatly appreciate what these men who 
have been in uniform during this war have 
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accomplished. Now that they are returnings 
the return of all may be extended well if 
the future—we welcome them home. We 
have remained at home, every last man of § 
stand ready to help. Every last man of 
says “Thanks” to those who served.

High school enrollment reached 
its all time high in 1940-1941 with 7 
250,000 students. Enrollment dropped 
300,000 in 194I- 1942; 300,000 in 
1943 and 600,000 in 1943-1944. Only @ 
negligible drop occurred in 1944-16 
thanks largely to the 1944 national ba 
to-school drive. 

Most of the shrinkage in high schol 
enrollment has been caused by the greal 
increase in wartime youth employment} 
In 1940, about 900,000 boys and girls 1 
through 17 years of age were at work. Tj 
the spring of 1945, nearly 3,000,000% 
were employed.
